all Floodings with C lods,though little or no pain, whe- 
ther at full time, or not: all Convulfions ; and many 
firft Labours , and. fome others, though the Child be 
right, if little or no pain, after the breaking of thé 
Waters, and the Child’s not following themzin fome- fix 
or ten.houres after, requires the good advice of, andy 
peradventure [peedy delsvery by thofe Phyjficians that 
are expert in thes practice: for, though fonse few 
may efcupe in bbefe cafes, yet far the greater number 
would perio, tf not aided by them. And let me 
therefore advife gooa Women, not to be too ready to 
blame thofe Midwives skill, who are not backwardin 
dangerous cafes to defire advice 5 left st coft them dear 
by difcouraging them, and forcing them to prefume 
beyond their knowledge, or firength espectally, there 
being already but too-to0-many over confident.

Barrennels proceeds oftner from Women than Men: 

for there are many conditions required in a Wo- 
man, which Men have no occafion of, who only 
need to provide a {mall quantity of their Seed, and 
that at once;to generate; but Women,befides their 
Seed, muft have a fit place to receive both, as the 
Womb is when well difpofed; and matter-ap- 
pointed for the Child’s nourifhment, during 18 
whole ftay there, as is the menftruous blood : 
This is the caufe, that for one impotent Man, there 
may be above thirty barren Women found. Let

Firft, therefore, we affirm the Womb to bea 
art abfolutely neceflary to fertility, and the prin- 
cipal object to be reprefented and’ examined to make 
a judgment of ic: bur as we find rot every Ground 
proper to yeeld Fruit, and that fome are fo ungrates 
ful as to produce nothing 3 fo likewife ic 18 not e- 
ough, for a Woman to havea Womb to be ca- 
pable of Conception, fince we find divers thac have 


them, barren. oe 
We have already *fhewed you exaétly what the “In bis A-") 


compofition and natural ftruCture of it ought to 
be,for to ferve to fo admirable an end as generation: 
Wherefore we will now {peak no further of that, 
but refer you co that place to be informied. 
You mutt know then in general that the figns of 
fecundity in a Women are, that her Womb be well 
difpofed, that fhe be at leaft thirteen or fourteen 
years of age, and at moft but 45.0% 50 generally 
and for the moft part (though fome, yet very rarcly3 
conceive fooner or later according to their different 
natures and dilpofitions) that they be of a good 
temperartient and indifferently fanguine, that they 
have their Courfes in due time, of good blood and 
faudablein coulour, quantity, quality, and confi- 
ftance, and regularly every month, ac once, with- 
A 2 out 
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OUt interruptions from, the time they begin to flow 
cll the time the evacuation is compleated, 

We fay that the bloud ought to be good and Iau- 
dable, becatife it isa regurgication and natural eva- 
cuation only of whar is fuperfluous ia Women not, 
with Child, and yet of age capable of Conception $ 
which hath no malignity in it fel. as-many- falfly’ 
imagine: for in healchful women.it hardly ditters 
either in colour, confiftence, or quality from’ that 
which remains.in the veflels, except in che finall 
alteration, which 1s caufed by the heat of the place 
whence it proceeds, and by the mixture of fome, Ins 
miours. with which the womb is alwayes plentifully 
furnifhe. ee e3. 

_, This evacuation (if in order) ought’ to be every 
month but once, though fome have them every 
fourtnight, or at he end of three weeks, according 
as they are more or lefs fanguine, or cholerick, or 
have their blood heated : and to continue two or 
three days together,or fix at moft, and that by little 
-and little, conftant without interruption, and alfo 
more or lefs according to the differencé of their par- 
ticular temperaments, - If a Woman have few of 
them, as when fhe grows in years, fhe. becomes bar- 
ren, forafmuch as this blood feems to nourifh the 
Child in the Womb : and likewifé if fhe have too 
many, becaufe the Woman thereby grows tooweak: 
and the Womb too'cold. There are. norwich{tand- 
ing fome Women who void more of them in two 
days, than others in‘eight. They muft flow by little 
and hitele withoutintertuption, and not all at once ;

J alfo admire the great paflion which many. haves 
who complain of nothing. with greater. regret than 
co die without Children, :efpecially without Sons. 
For my part, - I believe,they. that defcend from C4-, 
far, or the Family. of Bourbons, may with fome rea- 
fon be led away, with this, fuperftinious' and com- 
fon inclination. of. preferving their, kind,, and. be 
vexed with thefe forts. of inquietudes,. which .no’ 
wayes become ordinary.people 3, though. exculable,!

When we perfectly underftand the-natural dif-, 
pofitions, we may the eafier difcern thole, contrary:’ 
tonature; wherefore'the figns of fruitfulnefs eaft- 
ly teach us thofe of barrennefs.. .The. figns and 
caufes of barrennefs. proceed either from the.age, 
or evil temperature and vicious conformation ofthe 
Womb, and -parts depending, on it,,,or the indif. 
pofition and intemperature of the wholehabit. The 
evil conformation of: the Womb renders Women 

: Pie oo IPT anes 
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barren, when its neck (called the Vagina) is fo nar- 
row, that’ i¢ cannot’ give way to penecration ; and 
when ic is wholly or in part clofed by fome excernal 
ot internal membrane, (which is very rare, ifat all) 
or by any tumour,callofity, or cicatrice,which may 
hinder the Woman from the freeufe of copulation, 

But ic is not fafficient that the Man’s Yard enter 
the Vagina,which is the aniti-chamber to tlie Womb : 
for, if inthe aé& of copulation, he knocks at the 
door, which is the internal orifice, and it be not 
opened, allis ono purpole, This orifice is“ hike- 
wife hindred from ogening by fome callofity, pro- 
ceeding from abundance of ill humours, which ufu- 
ally flow down from the Matrix, or by fome tu 
mour which may happen to it; or alfo, by fome 
part, which may-fo comprefs it,’ that 1¢ cannot di- 
late to receive the Seed,as doth theEpsploon(or caw!) 
in'fas Women, according to the opinion of Hsppo- 
erates in his aoth Aphorifin of his 5th Book, where 
hefaith, Owe preter naturam craff2, non concipt. 
wat, its 0s uteri-ab oreento comprimit ar, GF prinf= 
quam extenuentur y non concipiunt. Women ¢x- 
ceeding fat do notconceive, becaule the Cawl com- 
preficth'che orifice of their Womb, neither can they 
tilkthey grow lean.° Ido not'willingly admit a- 
moiigft the caufes of barrennefs, this compreffion of 
the inward orifice by the Epiplodg , forafmuca as 
éArritin hath very well remedied it, by fome of the 
poftiirés invented -by him, by which this orifice 
need not be fo comprefied in the action. 

The moft frequent ‘redfon why this orifice opens 
notin this adt'td reeeive the Man's Seed, is the in- 
fenfibility of fome Women, who take no pleafure ta 
the-venerial at; but when they have an appetite,

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Some of thefe Barrenneffes may fometimes be cu- 
red by removing their caufes, and procuring the 
difpofitions we have faid: are neceflary to fruicful. 
nefs; yea, of thofe which proceed from an unit 
verfal intemperament, by reducing the Body with 
a good and convenient regimen to’a good order, 
and this according to their refpective indifpofitions. 
Wherefore if a Woman havenaturally the Vagina 
too narrow, and not from fome of the caufes above- 
mentioned, fhe ought to be joyned to a Man whofe 
Member is proportionable, if poffible : and if that 
will not do, (which happens very feldom) fhe muft 
endeavour to relax: it and dilate iswith emolient 
Oyls and Oyntments 5 if theneck of the Womb 
be comprefled by any humour, it muft be refolved

) tate in it without/a certain knowledge, The faults 
} which are committed through too much fear at 
dim} facha time, are in fome fort excufable and to be 
F pardoned; buc notthofe caufed by temerity,which 
| are incomparably greater. There are but too ma- 
-f ny poor Women who have been caufed to mifcarry 
| by Medicines and bleeding, not beleiving they 
were with Child, which are fo many murders they 
| are guilty of who caufed ic, either through igno- 
f rance or rafhnefs: befides the death which they 
| bring to thofe little innocent creatures, by deftroy- - 
| ing chem ‘in their Mothers belly, they often there~ 
| by putthe Mothers’ into great danger. “We have 
| lacely had in’ Rarwy in the year. 1666, amiferable 
|, example of this kind, in a Woman hanged, ‘and af- 
| terwards publickly diflected, near the Kitchen- 
) Court of the Losvre, who was found four months 


gone with Child, notwithftanding the report of 


_fach perfons ‘as had vifited her by the Judges Or- 
‘a@)) Ger before her Execution, who affirmed, contrary 
i, to-che Truth, that the was not with Child, Thar 
_ which deceived them was; the Womian’s having ef- 
| | fectually her Courfes, though with Child, Where- 
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fore tis not good to be too confident, forafmuch as 
there are many with Child who have their Cour- 
fes; and I have known fome who have had them 
all the time of theix Great-Belly till the fifth or 
fixth month, which happens according to the Wo- 
mas being more or lefs fanguine ; though the 
greateft number ufually have them not : but there 
are very few generalrules, which may not fome~ 
times be excepted againft. 

This accident made fuch a noife in Parw, that it 
quickly came to che knowledge of the King and all 
his Court, who very much blamed thofe perfons, 

thar by their ignorance had caufed 

‘Untimely or the * precipitated Execution of this 
wnfeaforable. poor unfortunate Creature, wath 
whom perifhed the Infant, innocent 

of the Mothers crimes. Nor muft the Chirurgeon 
much truft to what thefe fort of Women may tell 
him concerning it, for, being afraid of the punifh- 
ment of their crime, to.delay it, do almoft all fay 
they are with child, which is areafon very confides 
rable, why the perfons, to whom fuch matters are 
committed, fhould be very knowing. There are 
yet another fort of Women, who having been “ll 
treated, fend fori the:Chirurgeon that he may give | 
them a Certificate, the better to be revenged on | 
. their adverfary 3: which that they may the eafter | 
obtain, they alfoaffirm themfelves with child, and 
having received: blowes on their Belly, feign that 
they find their great pain, and if by chance they | 
have at that time their Courfes, they endeavour to _ 
perfwade that it isa flooding, or fhowes, where- 
fore he muft be carefirl not to be deceived ; and yet, 
chat he may not be efteemed ignorant, nor fall into 
: . the 
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the like difgrace, when there is any caufe of doubt, ’ 
inis betrer/to delay aliccle, then rafhly to pro- 
nounce hif*prognoftick at a ventures foras there 
are Women} who would be thought tobe with

\. inthis following example. About the year 1654,be- 
| ing in. the Citty of Saumar, there was near my 
Lodging a young and very handfom Daughter of a 
Citizen, whowas fivewhole months under a Phy- 


{ | fician’s and Apothecaries hands, to be cured of a

Dropfie which fhe complained of at length after 
fhe had taken many violent Remedies they had or- 
dered her, fhe was cured in a moment, ' by bringing 
| forth a Childiat its full time, notwichftanding all 
| they had given her; which much aftonifhed the 
Phyficianand Apothecary, who were fo grofly de- 
ceived, in trufting to the Maids relationywho coun- 
terfeired the Dropfie fo well, that they could never 
perceive the truth till fhe was brought to bed. 

Some Women themfelves are deceived in their 
being with Child, as lately the Wife of a Coun- 
fellour of the Court, who after having been ina 
courfe of Phyfick of fix‘ or feveh'whole months for 
the Dropfie, .under an eminent Phyfician, was at 
length. brought to bed of a Child. 

I knew another Woman; a Merchant of Squared- 
Timber at Paris, who never had a Child, though 
fle fo palfionately defited it,as co-be at the point of 
hoping for one at 59 yeats ofage, under thecolour 
that fhe had ftill her Courfes.. This Woman was 
once: perfwaded ( upon the recital of fuch figns as 
fhe faid fhe had) for the {pace of ten whole months, 
chat fhe was with Child, of which the Midwife and 
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many others aflured her, and fhe her felf likewife 
believed it. (for it is eafie to be perfwaded to believe 
what one hopes for with a {trong paflion) the had 
a big-belly, and faid alfo that fhe fele the Child 
ftir; and_ believed it fo truly, that finding her felf 
one day worfethan ordinarily (after having prepa- 
red very fine neceflaries, for the Child fhe imagined 
fhe went with ), fhe fence for the Midwife, who 
when fhe was come, aflured her it was her Labour : 
but the next day (having alwayes till then expected 
a Child) fhe voided only a quantity of Water, with 
fome Wind from the Womb, and nothing elfe: af- 
ter which {he was forced to fold up her fine Toilets 
again which fhe had provided.. By thele Examples 
we may learn not to be too ready to rely upon 
Womens Relations, if there be nio other Reafon, 
which may be known by the Examination of the 
Signs already declared. ? | 
Now fince after Conception (of which we have 
jut done {peaking ) there: follows Generation, ler 
us confider what it is, and how it is: performed. 


CHAP. IV. 
What Generation is, and what is neceffa- 
| ry £0 tt. ‘eronie 


C is a very great Truth, and generally known, 
i That whatfoever.is-in this lower World; is 
fubject to corruption, andar length conftrained to 
fuffer death ; which hath obliged Nature, provi. 
dent and careful of its preferyation, -to endue all 
things with a certain defire of eternizing themfelves, 
ee ‘os, aaa PB kV 2S er gman 
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mortal by an indifpenfible neceffity, is therefore 
done by the propagation of their forms and kinds, 
She obtains her end, in refpect of Animals, by the 
means of Generation fucceflively reiterated : for 
foall creatures feem to immortalize themfelves, in 
fome fenfe, by producing their like. And Fathers 
imagin themfelves not quite dead,if they leave their 
like behind them after their death, to wit, their 


Children, 


By Generation, we underftand generally, a 
progrefs of that which is, to thac which is not. 
But this definition isa little tooample for to come 
to the knowledge of what we defire concerning the 
generation of perfect Animals, and chiefly of Man- 
kinds wherefore that our intention may. be the 
eafier conceived, we muft fearch fome other, or ra- 
ther a defcription, which may more exactly difcover 
the thing ; to this purpofe we fay that by the ge- 
neration-of Mankind, we mean a proper and par- 
ticular ation of the Womb: by which working 
upon both feeds there retained, it forms and fhapes 
a body out of them, compofed of divers parts, 
which it difpofeth in order, to become in time the 
Organ of the Soul, which muft be infufed into ir, 
There are many things requifit to make the Gene- 
ration perfect, without which it would be wholly 
and abfolutely impoffible : there are ufually three 
principally reckoned, to'wit, diverficy of fex, their 
congrefiion, ‘and the mixture of both Seeds, which 
we will a little particularly examine. Although 
fome define a Womati to be an Animal which can 
engender init felf; and that this may be true 3 yet 
it istoft certain, that {he cannot engender without 
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a Man that hath difchare’d his Seed into her wom), 
And though we daily fee Pullets have Egos, and 
other Fowl], without the Cockstreading them, yet 
of thofe Eges there will never come Chickens, be- 
caufe the Male never had made.an impreffion on 
chem, nor given them this prolifick vertue, which 
is abfolutely neceflary to this purpofe. This may 
convince us that diverfity of fex is neceffarily re- 
quific, as well to thofe Animals, as to the more per- 
fect, which is Man. 

Diverfity of {ex would profit little, if copulation 
did not likewife follow; though fome fubtile Wo 
men,to cloak their fhamelefnels, would perfwade 
one that they were never touch’d by any Man 
who couldiget them with Child, as fhe of whom 
Averroes {peaks,;who:conceived in a Bath in which 
a Man had wafhe himfelf' a lictle before, and had 
cait forth his Seed into it, which was drawn: and 
fuckt in (as he faith ) by the Womb of this Wo- 
man : but this is aftory fitto amufe little children, 

Now to the end thefe different fexes fhould be 
obliged to.come to this touch, which we call Co. 
pulation, befides the defire of begetting their like; 
which naturally incites them to it, the: parts: of 
Men and Women deftined to Generation, are en- 
dued with a delightful and mutual atch; toftir 
them up to the agtion, without which it would be 
impoflible for a Man ({odivine an Animal) :bora 
for the contemplation of heavenly things, to joyn 
himfelf to a Woman, in regard: of the unclean- 
nefs. of the parts, and of the adi; «Andon the os 
ther fide 5 If Women did but think of a. thoufand 
pains and inconveniences which their great Bellies 
caule chem, ‘of the pains they endure, and. the wae 
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of.their lives when they are in labour, to which 
may be added the lofs of their beauty, which % 
the moft precious gift they have, and which makés 
them be Slowed by thofe that poflefs them, cer- 
tainly it. might alfo afright them/from it’: But nei+ 
ther the one nor the other make thefe refle&ions 
cill after thé: ation ( whence ‘comes the faying, 
Poff cost #ws omue animal triffe) confidering nothing 
before but the mutual’ pleafure they receive by it. 
Tt is then from this voluptuous Itch, and the defire 
of begetting: their like, chat Nature obligeth both 
thefe fexes to this congreflion, 

As tothe mixture of both feeds; it is certain that 
the diverfity of fexes and their congreflion, are but 
forthis end; without which Generation cannot be; 
though fome would have Womens feed ferve to no 
purpofe $ yea, that they neither have any, nor eject 
any, as Ariftorie faith: but we have proved the 
contrary in the Chapter of Conception, by the ex+ 
ample of daily experience, to which’ you may’ have 
recourfe, to avoid repetition. . 

All thefe three Circumftances, to wit, the di- 
verfity of fexes, cheir congreflion, and the mixture 
of their matters, which is called Seeds, ‘muft pree 
cede Conception, to which fucceeds Generation, 
on this fafhion: As foon as the Woman hath con- 
ceived, thatis, hath received’ and retained in her 
Womb the two prolifick feeds, it isevery way come 
ig to imbrace them clofely, and is fo exaétly 
clofed, that the point. of a Needle (as faith Hip= 
pocrates ) cannot enter it without violence 5: after 
which it reduceth by its heat, from power into 
aGtion, the feveral faculties, which arein the feeds

The Air, where the ordinarily dwells, ought to 
be well temper’d in all its qualities : if it be not 
fo naturally, it muft be corrected as much as may 
be by different means ; fhe muft avoid that which 
is too hot, becaufe it often caufeth,by diflpating too 
much the humours and fpirits, many weaknefles to 
Women with Child, & particularly alfo that which 


is too cold and fogey s for, caufing great Rhumes - 


and diftillations upon the lungs, it éxciteth a cough, 
which by its fudden and impetuous motions, forcing 
downwards, may make the Woman mifcarry. She 
dught not to dwell in narrow Lanes very dirty, nor 
near common Dunghils. For fome Women are fo 
nlice,that the {tink of a Candle not well extinguifhr, 
is enough to bring chem before their time, as Lie- 
haut aflures us he himfelf hadfeen: which likewife 
may be caufed, if not fooner, by the fmell of Char- 
coal, as hapned once to a Laundrefs, whom I knew,

ribas, préferendws. Meat and Drink though not fo 
wholfome, if it be bur pleafant, is to be preferred 
before that which is wholfom, if not fo pleafant : 
which in my opinion is the rule chey ought to ob- 
ferve, provided what they long for, is commonly 
ufed fordyet, and not ftrange’ and extraordinary 
things ; and that they have a care of excefs, If 
the Woman be not troubled with thefe loathings, 
let her then ufe fuch a dyet, which breeds good 
juyce, and inquantity fufficienr for her and her 
Child: her appetite may regulate that. She muft 
not then faft nor be abftemious,becanfe overheating 
the Mothers blood thereby, renders ir unfit to nou- 
rith the Child, which ought to be {weet and mild, 
and makes ic tender and weak, or conftraius it to 
come before its time, to fearch what is fit for it elfe- 
where: fhe muft not eat too much at a time, and 
chiefly at nights, becaufe the Womb by its exrenc

But 
if big-bellied Women cannot abfolutely refrain their 
extravagant longings, itis better ( as we have al- 
ready faid ) to fufler them to deviate a little from 
this rule of dyet ( provided it be moderate) than 
too much to oppofe their appetites.

CHAP. X,. 
Of the fuppreffion of tthe Lochia,and the Ac- 


cidents which follow thereupon, 


Here is fo great a flux of Humours from all 
parts totke Womb, when a Woman ‘is with 
Child, and during the commotion in her Labour, 
that in cafe there be not afterwards fufficient evacua- 
tion of them, the Woman is in great danger of 
very ill Accidents, apd fometimes of death ic 
felf; becaufe thefe humours, corrupting by their 
ftay there,will certainly caule a great inflammation; 
and this is the reafon why the fuppreffion of the 
Lochia is one of the worft and moft. dangerous 
Symptoms which can befall a Woman after Deli- 
very, efpecially if they happen to be ey and 
fuddenly ftopt, the firft chree or four days, which is 
the time when they fhould come down plentifully; 
for then follows an acute Fever, great pains in the 
Head, pains in the Breaft, Reins, and Loins, 
{uffocation of the Mother,.and: an Inflammation 
which is fuddenly communicated all over the lower 
Belly, which becomes very much {welled and. 
blows up; there happens alfo a great difficulty of 
Breathing, Choakings, Palpitations of the Heart, 
Syncopes and Fainrnefs, Convulfions, and often 
Death if che fuppreilion continue 5. or if the Wo-

thefe things do caufe the humours to retire fudden- 
ly inwards, and by*this quick motion they often 
caufe Suffocations, Great Cold ftopsthe Lachia, 
becaufe it clofes the Veflels and Pores of the Womb:

effe&, as alfo cold Drink; becaufe by condenfing

Of the pain in breeding the Teeth. 
gs Ta Teeth which were hidden in the Jaws, 


ufually begin to come forth, not allar a 
time, but one after another, towards the fifth or 
fixth Month, fometimes fooner and fometimesalte 
later; for to effect which, they cut the Gums 
wherewith they were covered. Then becaufe of the 
exquifite fence of thofe parts, there happens fo great 
pains to the Children, that many who hitherto 
were very well, arc now in great danger of their 
life, antl often die, by reafon of many mifchievous 
accidents which happen to them at that time, Hip- 

ncrates names the principal of them in the 25. 4- 
phorifm of his Third Book.

The Dog-teeth, commonly - called the Eye- 
teeth, caule more pain to the Child than any of 
the reft ; becaule they have a very deep root, anda 
frnall Nerve more confiderable, ‘which, ris faid, 
hath communication with thar; that makes che Eye 
move: and as Hippocrates allo faith; (hofe Chil. 
dren which ate very grofs and bound in their body, 
are upon this account in much more danger than 
others 5 becaufe the pains in thefe caufeth a much 
greater fluxion of humours upon the difeafed part; 


with which their bodies alway abound. when 


they are coftive. The Teeth which are firit bred; 
are the cutting, or fore-teech; as well becaufe they 

are fooner perfect; as becdule, being {maller and 

fharpers the Gums are eafier pietced through, and 

alfo with ‘lefs pain, than by che reft; which are 

fofter at the begining, and being larger carinot (0.

To prevent thefe, Accidents to the Child, the 
Nurfe muft keep a good Diet, and ufe all things 
that-may. cool and.temper her Milk, that a Fever 
may not follow, the pain of the Teeth; and to hin 
‘der that the Humours may not fall too-abundantly 
‘upon the. inflamed Gums; keep che Childs Belly 
“alwaies loofe, to empty them downward, ‘to 
which purpofe give him gentle Clyfters, af he be 
bound ;, but there is often no need of them, be- 
caufe at that time thty are ufually troubled witha 
Loofnels, 

As tothe fecond, which helps the cutting of the 
Teeth, that the Nurfe muft do from time cotime, 
who muft.pals ber Finger upon, the Childs Gums, 
gently rubbing, them, that’ being thereby rarefied, 

“they may be the eafier penetrated, and cut by the 
Teeth, which are ready co come forth; to which 
alfo the Child may itfelf be helpful, if they giveie 
alittle ftick of Liguoricetochamp, ora lictle end 
ofa {mall new wax-candle, which: is very good to 
foftenthe Gum;. There is ordinarily madeule of 
a Silver Coral, furnifhed with {mall Bells, to, di- 
vert the Child from the pain it shen feels, -Some- 
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times inftead of Coral, they put a Wolfs tooth in, 
One muft not however believe thiat thefe things 
have any peculiar property, as many 
imagine 5 but if they are helpfulin this cafe, it is 
becaule of their folidity, evennefs and {moothhe& ; 
for the Child rubbing the Gums withic, to eafe the 
itching which it feels there, doth by degrees di- 
minifh the thicknefs of them, and fothey areat 
length infenfibly cut by the Teeth which are un- 
der. If thefe things do no good, becaufe the 


Gums are either too-hard or too-thick, that the 


Child may not fuffer fo much, nor,by reafon of the 
great pain, fall into thofe accidents by us above- 
mentioned, let’ the Gums be cut with a Lancer, 
where the Teeth are ready 5 Nurfes ufe to do it 
with their Nails, but *tis

There are many Remedies, which divers per 
fons affert have a peculiar property to help the cur- 
ting of che Teeth, as rubbing them with Bitches 
milk, Hares or Pigs brains, and hanging a Vipers 
tooth about the Neck of the Child, and other fuch 
like trifles; but fince they ate founded moré on 
Superftition, than any reafon, Twill not trouble

to remedy it, to prevent the confequents of a 
worle Malady. . 


Vomuting ufually happens to Children, becaule | 


they often draw more Milk than’ their little Sto- 
mach can eafily contain or digeft, with which be. 
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ing over-charged, they are obliged to caftitup: J ,,,

~ The efforts of a violent Cough may‘catfe the fame | 
thing, which alfo may be effected by their Nurfes |

When the Vomiting is too-frequent, "tis fit it 
fliould be ftop’d, leit by the Infants continual 
rejection of the Nourifhment, he becomes extream- 
ly weakned for want of Food; and poffibly the 
actiou of the Stomach fo perverted, that it can 
hardly be re-eftablifhed after that this Adtion is 
turned into an habit, 


To cure this Vomiting, regard muft be had to 
that which caufeth it: as, when the Child fucks 
more than it fhould, the Nurfe muft nor give it 
fo much, and but little ar a time, that the Sto- 
maeh may the eafier contain and digeft what it 
receives : if itbe the ill quality of the Milk, the 
Nurfe muft be changed for a better; if by a 


Cough, it muft be helped by things fic to appeafe 
it, according tothe different caufes wherewith it 
is excited: The Nurfe muft not dance it {o rudely, 
nor rock it fo fiercely after it hath fucked, that the 
digeftion of rhe Milk may not be hindered by thefe 
agitations. Care muft likewife be raken, that it 
be not too clofe wrapped and {wathed upon the 
Stomach, but that it may be freely extended ac. 
cording to the quantity of Milk received; and be- 
fides all this, if any ill humours-be contained in 
it, it will be very convenient to purge the Infant 
with a gentle intufion of Rbsbarb, or half an 
Ounce:of compound Syrup of Sw#ecory, and after 
thac it hath becn thus purged, if judged to the pur- 
pofe, ic may takea little Syrup of Quinces to for- 
tifie the lictle Stomach, having alfo upon the re- 
gion of it for the fame purpofe, Compreffes wet in 
Be Nae ce Redwing 
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Red-wine, in which Provence-Rofes, Cinamon and 
Cloves have been boiled. 
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Of aHernia, or Rupture in Children, 


T° the end we may not deviate too much from 

ur undertaking, which is only. to obferve 
fome particulars concerning Infants maladies, we 
will not {tay to explain, nor throughly to treat of 
all. the different kinds of Herma’s, but be con- 
tented flightly to examine thofe which ufually 
happen to chem, as the Inteftinal ; fometime as

being able to be fufficiently enlarged, when they 
ery or cough much) is {trongly forced downwards,

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| This mifchief mult be remedied affoon as difco- 
yered; forthe longer it is neglected, the harder 
St is tobe cured: becaufe by the continual falling: 
of the Inteftine, the place through which it falls, 
lis every day more and more dilated. But as Her- 
| piaseafier happen to Children, becaule of the ten. 
| dernefs of their Bodies, fo likewife are they fooner 
cured than in antient perfons, becaufe the parts

very gently, and caufing with the other the In. 
teftine to re-enter, juft at the dilatation, and keep 
ing in with it that which re-entred, to hinder its 
|| coming forth again, continuing ‘to do thus, until 
|. the reduétion be compleated, after which one mutt, 
lay a Comprefs or Trufs thick enough upon the di- 
lated place, chen {wathe it on thismanner: Take 
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#Rouler of breadth and length proportionable to | 
the bignels of theChild, fo that ic may go three or’ | 
four times about; lay then the firft end upon the ‘|. 
Childs ‘Belly, towards the fide oppofice to that’ 
wherethe Herma is, afterwards guide it under the

offas ufelefs: but itis often from the ill nourifh- 
ment of the Children; who fomerimes fuck Re ; 
idm od j Milks 
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Milk than they can digeft, as alfo from the ill qua- 
lity of it, whence is engendred a quantity of vifcous 
and corrupt humours, caufing thefe Scabs, which 
| ‘come moft upon’ the Head and Face, becaufe they 

are moifter, efpecially in Children, than any other 
part of the body. 

Thefe Scabs may be known not to be malignant, 
when they are fuperficial, moift and yellowith, and 
when the Scabs being taken off, the Skin appears 
red and crimfon, without being deeply ulcered. 

The courfe of thefe humours muft by no means be 
hindered, by driving them inwards,  becaufe their 
evacuation defends little Infants from many ill Dif. 
eafes 3 and we ordinarily fee them, whofe Bodies 
have along time purged away fuch fuperfluiries, 
to be in better health after they have'caft forth ail 
this kind of corruption: and as Guido faith very 
well, Though to the fight thefe Scabs are ill, yet in 
re{pect of their caufe they may be very good; be- 
caufe nature is thus accuftomed to purge rhe Infants 
bodies in thrufting out thefe excrements,but endea- 
vours mut only be ufed to hinder the generation of 
more of thefe ill humours in the Child: wherefore a 
healthful Nurfe muft be provided for it, whofe 
Milk is perfectly purified, and very cools the 
Childs Belly muft ever be Kept open, and purged 
if neceffary with a little Syrup of Rofes ox Succory, 
that fo the humours may not be {ent in too great 
abundance to the Head, nor the fanies under che 
Scabs may not, eating and corroding the Skin, 
caufe deep Ulcers 3 ic will not be amifs alfo to 
make the Scabs fall off, thac there may be a freer 
vent orif_ue, for which frefh Burcer is ordinarily 


pm .fnade ute of, rubbing them therewith ‘to moiften 


them, 
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them, or with the Liniment of Oile of {weer Al- 
monds, laying afterwards a Cabbadg or Beet-leafe 
upon it, changing them twice or thricea day, to | 
avoid the offence and corruption of the moiftureé. | 
which thefé things draw forth, : . 
Thefe things ought to be continued till the Child 
be perfectly cured, and no other, becaule they do 
very much fuppurate the Scabss and only 
draw away thefuperfluous humours, which fhould | 
in no wile be retained within, for fear lelta worfe | 
malady happen after the evacuation, of which the | 
places will dry, and heal of themfelves all this 
while the Childs handsmuft be pinned down, Ieft | 
by rubbing and fcratching the Scabs when they | 
itch, fhould by irritating thefe parts caufe an in- | 
flammation, whereby a yet greater abundance of | 
bumours will flow thither.

CHAP. XXX TI1. 
Of the {mall Pox and Meazels in Infanis. 


He small Pox isa contagious Difeafe to fittlé 
3 Infants; which fomemes alfo happen,though 
more rarely, ‘to perfons already advanced in age,in | 
which abundance of Puftules all alike do break | 
forth throughout the fuperficies of the Skin, en= ff; 
gendred from the impurity of the Blood and other} 
Humours which nature there cafts out, as an uni-] 
verfal emun&tory to cleanfe the whole body of | 
them. a 
Many antient as well as modern Phyficians ats} 
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tribute the caufe of this difeafe ‘to the refidue of the 
menftruousblood, wherewith the Infant was nou- 
rifhed in the Mothers Womb, which after its 
birth coming to be heated, and co boil in the Vef- 
fels, 18 feparated from the whole Mals of Blood 
which hath been fince engendred, and is fpread 
throughout all the fuperficies of the Body, to be 
in that manner rejected and expelled. Phis rea- 
{oning(according to my opinion)is not véryprobable, 
for we daily fee many Men and Women, who 
though very aged, have never had this Malady, 
which they could never have avoided, if it proceed 
ed from the remainder of ‘the then{truous Blood, 
wherewith every one without exception is nou- 
rifhed in their Mothers Womb, They which main. 
tain this opinion,reply, that though fomie perfons be 
exempted from this Difeafe, °tis becaufe their ftrong 
and robuft nature could digeft and confurme thofe 
{uperfluities, or elfe purge them off by other wayes, 
as by a Loofnefs, or in fome manner more infen- 
fible: However they muft confefsand agree, that 
this menftruous Blood (if it were that) could nor 
remain hid and quiet in the Body for 30, 40, of 
go years after Birth, without producing its'eftects, 
as we fee in feveral that have not this difeafe *til] 
thofe years ; but ’tis much tore ctedible, that 
the caufe of the {mall Pox is the corruption of a 
contagious Air, which doth principally infe& and 
fpoil the blood of Infants and Youth, who are 
more difpofed to itthan they that are further ad- 
vanced in ‘years, becaufe of the tendernefs and 
foftnefs of their Bodies, and more at certain years 
and fome feafons than at others, as it may eafify be 
perceived every day 5 pk peftilential times, che 
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Imall Pox is much more commonin the Spring a 
Summer, than, at the end of Autumn or in Win- 
fer. 

The {mall Pox. doth differ from. the Meazels, _ 
though they are fo like in the beginning, that often 
iv is difficult to: diftinguifh them. one from the O- 
ther *cill after the fecond or third day, when the 
{mall Pox, which ac firft appeared like the Mea- 
zels, fount to rife into Puffules, and to whiten, 
The Meazels are catifed of aBlood bilious and over- 
heated, which only makes red {pets throughout 
the Skin, without or with but very. little elevati- 
on, which comes fooneft and principally on the 
Face ; but the {mall Pox proceeds from a fanguine 
and pituitous matter, which being.more thick and 
vilcouss produceth many Puftules rifing high, and 
by degrees growing white and ripening, | after 
which their matter drying away, they are con- 
verted into Scabs, 

Of the Signs of the {mall Pox,.fome precede 
and others accompany them 3 they that 
bre ecede are--a Fever, Sottifhnefs, Duzzinefs 

nd Pain in the Head, very troubled Urine, wea- 
Pie and pains in the Reins and Loins, reachings 
and vomitings, difficulty of breathing, frequent 
Yawnings, Sneezing, itching of the Nofe, rednefs 
of the Eyes, an S riven wearinefs all over the 
Body : > but when the {mall Pox: begins to come 
forth, there appears about the third or fourch day 
many Pimples. rifing every where, \ which grow 
and augment as well in bignels as number, “ill the 
eighth or ninth day, during which ume they 
yipen and whiten by. degrees, “che Head and. Face 
fwells, the Eyes « re cloted by a.great flux of hu 

mours 
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| thotirs thither, ‘the Nofe is flopped with excrements ” 
‘| which there dry, the Patient is troubled with 4 
| hoarfe Voice, a dry Cough, fore Throat and great 

| difficulty to’ breath 5 and then all che parts of the 
| Body are fo. .fwelled through the abuudance of 
)Pimples, thacicappears blown up and monf{trous,' 
Theremay.be, two kinds of {mall Pox, according 
Jas ic is more or lefs malignant 5 the ficft is that» 
pwhich is accompanied with but a fimple emotioh of 
jaFever, only ftirred. up by an ebullition of Blood. 
jand, Humours, - foon ceafing from the beginning 
}without. any evil accident, which tipens, firppu- 
rates, and 1s eafily- and fpeedily. cured ; the Pu. 
ftules of thefe dorifefull, and the Matter is whites 
‘fmooth and well concocted, and the Infants ea 
elcape it, if they ace buc well tended. 

But the other fort of {mall Pos, totally malignant, 
isthat which is.caufed froti fome contagious’ and, 
ppeftilencial humour.; where the Puftules are flat, 
Hbrown, obfcure or livid, having {mall black {pots 
Jin their middle, they come forth but flowly, and 
ino Suppuration follows, or °tis very bad, fanious; 
‘watry, and accompanied with pernitious accidents, 
as a malignant, Feaver, Phrenzy, great difficulty 
jo Breathing, Faincne(s, Dyfeuterie, and others 
fwhich often aremortal, or. at leaft malignant Ul 
icers, foulnefS of the bone, lofsof fight, disfigure- 
pment and ereat deformity of the Face, or lamenefS 
Of fome member; according to the places where 
ithefe vicious humours are conveyed and retained, 
| Thefe havocks are cauled by that which all Women 
pcall ufually che Mafter-pock, which js nothing elfe 
Jbuc many Pimples, by their neernefs and bignefs 
joining together, and mixing cheir matter, nae 
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being thus in great quantity amaffed into one place, 
gnawes and corrodes the part deeper, than if they: 


were {pread and difperft in many diftin Puftuless : 
for which caufe its cavity remains much more hol.) 


low and deformed, by reafon of the great lofs of 


fabftance there ufually made, and depofiting or ij 


-tranfporting this villanous matter upon the Bones 
or other parts, “it foules them, or caufestheir other 
accidents, as we have recited, 

The Prognoftick is drawn from the different 
nature, which we have now explicated : for if the 
Fever be fmall, and that it ceafes proportionably to 


the coming forth of the Pimples, if they be not in * 
too great quantity, and that they ripen and’ 


whiten f{peedily,it 1s a good fign $ but if the Peaver 
be violent in the beginning, and augments every 
day with difficulty of Breathing and other acci- 
dents, according as the Pimples come forth; if 
they are in great number, black, flat, dry, and 
without Suppuration, it is a fign of death: befides 
Infants are notin fo great danger as elder perfonsy 


in as much as this Difeafe is more agreeable to their 


Age and Nature, and that they al‘o have a thinner 


and fofcer Skin, through which this matter 1s eafer 
expelled than through theirs that is harder, and} 


whofe Pores are lefs open. 

As to thie Meazels, they are never fo dangerous 
as thé {mall Pox, becaufe its matter being more fub-= 
tile, is much eafier and fooner evaporated, which 
ufually terminates in three or four dales, at the} 
end of which fomerimes follows the {mall Poxy 
which often makes fome, as we have faid, take 
them one for another imthe beginning ,at Which} 
time they appear almoft the fame, " | 
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The Curé of the {mall Pox particularly coufifts in 


the'force and vertue of nature, that endeavours to 
expel thefe malignant humours ; wherefore it muft 
be affifted ‘to overcome them’ as much as may be, 
and fortified that’ it may be ableto finifh the work 
it hath undertaken, being very careful not to di- 
vert it from its operation by an untimely bleeding, 
of a Medicine unfeafonably given. To remedie this 
Malady, keepthe Child to a good diet, avoiding 
folid’ meats’ “alP'the time, giving it.only Spoun- 
meats, as Broaths made with Veale and Fowl, or 
a littlé of a good Jelly; let his’drink be Pryfaz, 
made ‘with cleanted Frexch-Barly, the roots of 
Dogs-grafs and Liguorice, anda few Raifons of the 
Sun, If it bea fucking Infant, he muft have no 
Pap ‘till. he be perfeCtly cured 3 and fince then: by 
reafon of his.agé he cannor receive Remedies often 
efiough, nor other féod at ‘the Mouth than Nurfes 
milk, let her obferve agood Diet herfelf, to re- 
freth arid’tempe? Her Milk, as muchas may be; let 
her riot’ carry che Child into the Aire, but keep it 
ina clofeRoom neither too hor nor cold: for too 
hor Air weakensie extreamly, by greatly refol- 
ving and diffipating the f{piries; and a too cold Atr 
drives the Huntours-back into the Body, and hin- 
ders the comifig forth of the {mall Pox. Some ad- 
vile it to be kepe in a Bed hung round with Red 
Curtains, becaufe this Colour doth ordinarily 
move the Humours from the Centre outwards 5 
but this often hurts the Eyes, and indames' them 
by its vivacity, to: which alfoin this difeafe there 
happens a great fluxs wherefore I believe a fofter 
Colour," what ever it be,oughtto be preferred; bat 
‘caftome will have'ic fo, TheInfants fleep muft be 
epasiis ‘AOS moderate, 
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moderate, that, the Humours deing thereby better 
concocted and digefted, the. coming forth of the 
Puftules may bethe freer; it ought not-to\be to..a 


Stupidity, for that. would be a.figu, mature were 
oppreft s lec the Belly. be kept; modefately, open 
with gentle Clyfters, that the Excrements may be 
thence evacuated, if too long retained. 

But when the Small Pox is in the, beginning ac- 
companied with.agreatFever, dificuley.of Breath- 
ing and other Accidents, the, principal Remedy 1s 
Bleeding, alchongh’ moft Women net underftand- 
ing the Cafe. do,condemn.it,|-and, wall not faffer ic 
to be done to their Children imagining, that st 
would hinder the coming forth of the {mall Pox3 |, 
andif it happens that. che Children after bleeding «| ,, 
die, although it..be ‘through: thegreatnefs and mas 
lignity of che Difeafe, they will moc. fail,ro impute 
it £0. Bleeding :, but it sis;vety#certain this 1s an pres 
fitable Remedy incthe beginning of this Difeafe,forx 
by- this means all,the Humours are cooled, and 
che fulnefs of them, being éyacuated, Nature eafily 
comands and overcomes. the;reft, «As to purging, 
ie Ought not to, be ufed-in,the beginning, -leftiby 
the agitation i¢ makes inthehumours, Nature, be 
hindered and diverted fromidoing-ats.avork 3, but 
cowards the ead it. will be very ;convenientto empty 
the remaining impurities, left thefe xeliques fall. 
ing upon fome parts{hould fpoil cher. 

All this while {uch things muftbe-ufed as may 
fortifie. the Hearts. as Cordials,: not -ofithefort;of 
thofe pretended. Cordial and. Threacke; Waters, 
which ordinarily are made ufe.of} and-rather caulé 
one .to yomit, than, forctific the Heane! 5, nor. thofe 
powders of Pearl and Bezoar3 and, otherduch like 
3 ; : ¥ trifles, 
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trifles, which many fuperftitioufly believe, with- 
out any reafon, to havea /pecifick quality to this 
purpofe 3 but the truer and more fa/mtary Cordiais 
are, the breathing of fweer and clear Air, and 
wholefom diet, with the moderate* ufe~of thisigs 
agreeable co the Stomack, and which pleafe ‘and 
comfort ic; fach as are Syrup of Lemmons and 
Pome-granats, mixed with the Childs Pryfan5-or a 
little Wine well allayed with Water, which is the 
Cordial of Cotdials : if the Fever be not great, and 
| that it is a fucking Child, the Nurfes Milk ought 
|. to be fufficient for all. 

As to outward Remedies, or application to the 
Puffules, *tis beft to leave it to Nature, only affift- 
ins ic as we have faid. And tothe end they may 
ripen eafier, affaon as they begin to appear, which 
is about the third or fourth day, anoint them, 
principally thofe of the Face, with vile of fwee 
Almonds, rubbing them wich a Feather cipt 1 
fome mix alittle Cream with it, others ufe only a 
a little frefh Butter, and others again old Hogt- 


reafe’ melted; and often wafhed in ‘RKofe-water 
5 3 NS > 


aad well beatenin a marble Mortar, with which 
they anoine them “till they are perfectly healed : 
and when the Paffules are ripe enough, which is 
known by the whitenefs and itching that follows, 
and is ufually about the ninth day, the bigveft of 
them may then be pierced to empty the matter, 
left by its too long ftay there ac ulcerates and cor- 
rodes the parts too deeply. This may be done with 
agold or filver Needle, or by cutting off the. tops 
with Sciflers; atcerwards to dry them up, anoint 
the Faée with aLiniment made with freth Cream 
mixed with whité Chalk, continuing this Remedy 
| 
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"rill the Scabs be quite fallen off, ufing it NightS 
and Mornings, ; or elfe with. Ointment of Rofes 
mixed with a little fine powdred Cerufe. 

To hinder that the {mall Pox donot caufe too 
great a flux of humours upon the Eyes, ’tis good 
ufing from the beginning fome cooling Remedies, 
that, by moderately driving back,may hinder ic, 
There is ordinarily ufed Rofe-water and Plaxtane- 
water mixed together, with which they bathe 
them from time. to time ; mof{t Women fteep a lictle 
Saffron in it; bue becaufe ‘of its ftrong fcent, J 
chufe rather the Waters alone: The Nurfes Milk 
is likewife very good to appeafethe pain. Care 
muft be alfo taken from timeto time to unftop the 
Infants Noftrils, that he may breath the freer, 
which may be done with {mall linnen tents; and 
tohelp the Throat, which is alwaies hoarfe, a lit- 
tle Syrup of Violets mixed with his Peyfan may be 
ufed; and to cut the phlegm that fticks there, 
give it alittle Syrup of Lemmons or Pomegranats, 
or a Gargarifm of Vinegar and Water; but the 
Milk only isfufficient for fucking Children. Let 
us now fee how’ a fucking Child muft be governed 
inthe Freneh Pox. 


CHAP. XX XTPy. 
Flow to cure the Venereal Lues 22 Infants ¢ 


LF the {mall Pox, of which we have lately dif- 


courled, be a contagious malady, it is not fo 


gidinarily but in refpect toInfants, for itis hardly | 
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communnicated by frequentation to elder perfons 
but it is not the fame in the great Pox,’ the venome 
of which is fo pernitious and fufceptible, that a 
fingle Child that, hath this Difedte is capeable: to 
communicate it, as it hath-been very often feen, to 
whole families, aud as well to old as young. *Tis 
a fad thing to fee poor {mall fucking Innocents 
afflicted with fo ill aDifeafe, which befides that 
it makes them fuffer the pain of a fin of which they 
are Innocent, it makes them alfo very often be 
abandoned by every one, and deferted inthis de- 
plorable {tate by their own Mother her felf, 

Thofe that haye this Difeafe fo young, either 
bring ic with them into the world from their Mo- 
thers Womb, which maybe known if fhe were 
infected. with it; or.if it-had-atits birth Puftules 
anid Ulcers in divers parts of \itsBody, and priz 
cipally about the Belly, towards the Fundament, 
avd on the infide of the Thighs, as alfo on the 
Head: or elfe they got it fince, and took.it from 
their Nurfe, who is in like manner infected with 
it; then the firftimpreffions will appear abouc'the 
Mouth of the Child, where Ulcers will breed; be- 
caufe of the acrimony of the ill Milk it fucks, which 
being its nourifhntent, will not-fail. co communicate 
its venom toall the parts.of the Body, 

‘Tis very hard. to cure Childfen that are born 
with this difeafe, for they very foon die after; be- 
caufe their whole fubftance.cannot be reeftablifhed, 
having for its foundation had fo bad a principle, 
as the Mothers Blood. infeéted with fuch a venonie, 
wherewith they have been engendred, formed and 
nourifhed : but as to thofe who have received «it 
from their Nurfes only, there is much ‘more hope 
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of, and lels difficulty in their cure becaule ‘the 


venomof the bad Milk not communicating it felf 


immediatly: with its whole fubftance in the Veflels 
of the Infants Body, doth not there’ make fo great

The common way to make this Ointment is to 
take half an Ounce of Mercury, which mutt be 
well cleanfed from its filth, by pailing feveral 
tames through a double Linnen, afterwards beat it 
well ina Mortar with four Ounces of Hogl-creafe, 
fomuch and fo long ’till it is wholly incorporated : 
which being done, take two drachms of this Oint— 
ment for each friction, and more or lefs according 
as the Infant appears to be ftrong and difpofed to 
be moved by it, of whom chiefly the Puftules and 
Ulcers muft be anointed, as we have faid. Pigray 
affizms, chat he hath feen Infants cured by being 
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rubbed with Hog{-greafe, only ftampt ina leaden 
Mortar ; but it is ever by reafon of the AZercury, 
from whence the Lead derives all its quality.

their {mall Members be not vitiated for want of pru- 
dent conduct, or elfe being fo, they may be bya 
diligent care reduced to their natural ftate; now 
among{t other things, endeavour to prevent the 
Childs {quinting, growing awry, crooked. cr 
Jame, and to redrefs any of thefe whatfoever,. as 
much as poffible, 

To prevent its Squinting, chufe.a Nurfe whole 
fight is {table and right, left by-her ill example he 
getsan ill habic; and as we have faid elfewherey 
et the Cradle be ever fo placed, that being laidin 
it, he may alwaies fee the light directly betore 
him, either of day, candle, or fire,. left by be- 
ing on one fide, he come to turn continually his 
Eyes that way, whereby he will bein great danger 
of growing alquint : Paglus eAAginetus and Pa- 
rews allo would havea {quint-eyed Infant’s fight 
redrefled, by putting a Mask upon his Face, with 
| only 
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only two fmall holes right again(t’ the Eyes to fee 
through 3 which will caufe him, perceiving no 
light but through thofe holes, to hold his Eyes 
everthat way, by means whereof they will be efta. 
blithed ina righe fcituation, and by degrees quic 
the ill habit they had gotten of looking afide. "This 
counfel feems goed. in appearance, but I believe it 
will be very inconvenient for a Child to follow it: 
befides that the leat removing of the Mask, on 
which fide foever;, the little holés not correfponding 
perfectly in a direct line to the middle of the Eyes, 
the fight will be thereby more perverted. 

To prevent a Childs growing crooked, awry,or 
lame, the Nurfe muft. {waddle its Body in a ftrait 
{cituation, equally extending the Arms and Legs, 
and fwathing che Child fometimes one way, fonie. 
times another, left fwadling it alwaies one way, 
the parts fhould take an ill habit. When he is laid 
in the Cradle, he muft be {treight on his back, and 
not bending ; and above all when the Nurfe holds 
him in her Arms, lec her carry him fometimeés 
bpon one, and fometimes upon the other; for 
holding the Childs Legs alwaies on the fame fa. 

lon, it would be a great hazard if they did not 
atlength grow crooked: and it is often -the only 
reafon, that fomany Children have crooked Legs, 
elpecially about the Knees, and this few Nurles 
take notice of, which notwith{landing is of great 
confequence, 

When thefe parts have an evil conformation in 
their Figure, they muft be helpt with Swatches 
and: Boulfters conveniently placed, to keep the 
parts in a good, pofture whiles ‘the Child is in 
fwadling Clothes, afzerwards being grown a little 
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bigger, one may ufe little leather Boots, fomewhat 
ftiit, wich which the Legs muft be ftraitned 5 and 
if the Foot be only awry, Shoes undetlaid of one 
fide higher than the other, will ferve the turn. 
When the Breaft or Back-bone are in fault, it muft 
be helped if poflible, or at leaft hindered -from 
growing worfe, and the fault maybe hid, by or- 
dering the Childs clothes with Paft-board, -Whale- 
bone, and Tinne, placed where the Chirurgeon 
fall think fit, to reduce the mifhapen part to a 
better Figure, 

Having hitherto mentioned thé moft ordinary 
Difeafes befalling litrle Infants, ‘tis not neceflary 
here to make a larger defcription of them; for as 
for thofe that we have not created of, fince they 
may indifferently happen to all forts of ages, they 
have nothing peculiar in refpect of Children, as to 
the knowledg or cure of them, but only forthe 
tendernefs and delicacy of theit Body.

r : “He firft and principal of all the qualities ina 
ae good Nurfe is, that fhe be the own Mother: 
of the Child, as well becaufe of the mutual agree- 
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fhent of their tempers,as that having much more love 
for it, fhe will be'much more careful than an hired 
Nurfe; who ordinarily fovés her Nurfeschild but 
with a feined and. feeming love, having no other 
end or foundation’ but the hope of het recompence 
fhe expects for her-pains by a4 mercenagy hire. 
Wherefore® the’ true Mother; though not the beft 
Nurfe, fhould ever be preferred before a Stranger’. 
But becaufe there ‘are feveral that either will not, 
or cannot fuckle their own Children; whether it be 
to preferve their beauty, as allperfons of quality, 
and moft ‘of the Citizens. do ;' or chat their Huf- 
bands will not fuffer them, nor be troubled with 
fuch a noife; or that being ill-or’ indifpofed, they 
cannot, there is then. an obligation-to ptovidean- 
other Nurfe, which fhould be chofen as convenierit 
for the Child as ‘tnay be, 

Now even as'we fee Ttees, (though of the fame 
kind 8 growing in the fame place,being afterwards 
tran{planted into another foil produce fruits of 2 
different tafte,’ by reafon of the nourifliment they 
draw thence ; Even fo the health of Children, and 
fometimes their manners, depends on the nourifh» 
ment they receive at the beginning : for as tothe 
health of the Body, ’tis well known it anfwers the 
Humours ‘that alf the parts are nourifhed and 
maintained with, which Humours ever retain the 
nature of the food whereof they are engendred : 
As: for the Manners, they ordinarily follow the 
Temperament, which alfo proceeds from the qua- 
tity of the Humours, and the Humours frorh rhe 
Food. By this confequencé, as the Nurfe is, fo

and cheerful, {miling often to divert its fhe muft 
be fober and not given to Wine; and yet lefs to the
